EXPLORATIONS IN UTAH. 


—0 


During the past aummer there have 
been at work in Utah two important 
overnment — — parties, under 
fessor Powell and Thompson. The 
latter have been at work in middle 
and south-eastern Utah, along the 
Sevier river and the country to the 
east nearly to the Colorado. The 
other party with Professor Powell has 
been carrying forward the work ina 
region of country west of the Sanpete 
river in north-eastern Utah. The geo- 
graphical survey has been extended by 
the expansion of a system of triangles 
from a base line previously established 
at Gunnison, — this the base of 
work. For hypsometric 
[the measurement of heights] pur- 
— Green River City on the Union 
acific Railroad, Salt Lake City, Gun- 
nison and Pangwitch, have been used 
as stations for base barometers ; the 
altitude of these points had been 
previously determined by railroad sur- 
veys. During the season, extensive 
regions of volcanic rock on either side 
of the Sevier, and on the eastern side 
of the Wasatch and Aquarius plateaus 
have been surveyed with interesting 
results. In additien to the geogra- 
phical and geological work, much has 
en done in ethnography,, especially 


ameng the Uintas and Seuaritas 


Indians, and large collections illus- 
trating the state of arts have been 
made. Much additional matter in 
relation to their language, mythology, 
customs and habits has been obtained. 
An interesting series of facts concern- 
ing their method of giving names to 
tribes and confederacies has been 
found. The ancient inhabitants of 
the valley of the Colorado, whose re- 
mains have been studied for several 
years by Professor Powell, have also 
claimed his attention this year. Many 
other ruins have been discovered, some 
of their ancient picture writings col- 
lected, and many of their stone imple- 
ments found. The professor is now 
prepared to indicate on his map 
the position of many scores of these 
ancient towns or hamlets now found 
in ruins on the eastern side of the 
Colorado, in the valleys of the Yampa, 
White, Grand, San Juan and Little 
Colorado; and on the western side of 
the Colorado, in the valleys of the 
Uintab, Peice, San Rafael, Dirty Devil, 
Escalante, Paria and Kanab rivers. 
Mr. Hillers, the photographer of the 
expedition, has made a fine series of 
negatives, one suite of landscapes — 
the Green River, another of the Uin 
Indians.—Denver News.

In view of the near approach of the coming emigration season, we think it 
advisable for the Saints to direct their especial attention to the subject, and 
exert every energy to effect their departure for Zion as early in the season as 
possible. By so doing they are likely to have a more pleasant journey, es- 
caping much of the foggy weather on the Atlantic, and also the heat while 
crossing the continent to their destination ; they will also reach there in time 
to avail themselves of the advantages of the busy season of the year. Oar 
first company will probably leave Liverpool on or befere the 12th of May. 
Those who are expecting assistance from their friends in Utah, should lose no 
time to inform them of this fact, as peradventure * aid could be rendered 
available by that time. 

We think it is always better for the Saints to = as much as possible on 
the blessings of the Lord and upon themselves for their deliverance from 
Babylon. To depend entirely upon help from friends or from the Church, 
without making due effort in their own behalf, is calculated to weaken their 
faith in themselves, in God and in his promises ; it is an erroneous principle, 
and those who adopt and rely upon it, will gather weakness instead of strength, 
will always be dependent and useless, imposing upon their friends the burden 
of carrying them, instead of exerting their own powers and walking for them- 
selves, until they exhaust the endurance, patience or charity of their would-be 
benefactors, and they are left to shift for themselves. Then it is they will feel 
most keenly their helpless condition, brought on themselves, by lack of self- 
application, wasted energy, and in all probability of a sudden they will then 
discover, in their imagination, that ‘‘ Mormonism is not true, and thus fall 
from fellowship and from the faith of the Saints, instead of continuing to 
gain strength and power in the application and practice of those ennobling 
principles which have been revealed and established for the salvation of men.

The day has been when, for the misdeeds 
of a single individual claiming to be a Latter-day Saint, the entire people of 
that faith, and their system of religion, were at once peosaribed and condemned 
as though all were guilty. Such may still be the case among those who obtain 
their information from ramor and unreliable sources, and are therefore igno- 
rant of the religion and character of the Saints, but those who are enlightened 

by the knowledge of facts are well aware that all manner of iniquity and wrong- 
doing are unqualifiedly condemned and discountenanced by all faithful 
adherenta of the Churoh of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, their system 
being founded on Christ, and consisting of the very principles and doctrines 
taught by him and his Apostles ; nevertheless the Gospel net gathers of all 
kinds, and the wheat and the tares must grow together until the time of har- 
vest, when the.separation will be consummated. Until then it behooves the 
Elders and Saints to watch and guard carefully their good name, lest reproach 

fall upon it through their neglect, the evil designs of the wicked, or through . 
ignorance.

On another occasion, in a 
strong head-wind she lost another 
mainsail entirely.

ANOTHER EXECUTIVE OUTRAGE.

In an obscure journal we find the 
following— 

A PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR. 
To whom it concern : 

„Know ye that whereas by Procla- 
mation by me issued on the 14th day 
of July, A. D., 1874, fixing the times 
and places of holding the District 
Court in the Second Judicial District 


of this Territory, a term of the Dis- 


trict Oourt in and for the Second 


. Jadicial District was designated to be 


held at the City and County of Beaver 
on the first Monday in February, A. D. 
1875,—and whereas it appears that it 
will be an accommodation to the citi- 
zens of said district to ehange the time 


kor holding said term of said court to 


a 

Now erefore, I, George L. 
Woods, Governor of Utah Territory, 
do, by the anthority in me vested 
change the time for holding the said 
term of said court from the Mon- 
day in February, 1875, to the second 
Monday in July, 1875, the said term 
to begin at the hour of eleven o’clock 
in the forenoon of said day. 

In testimony whereof, I hereunto 
set my hand and cause the great 
seal of the Territory of Utah to

City, on this the 21st day of 
December, A. D., 1874. 
“Gzo. L. Woops, 
Governor.” 
As the sheet referred to is generally 
considered exceedingly untrustworthy, 
and as the above ‘‘ Proclamation” has 
not appeared, from the Governor, in 
any other public journal, it is possible 
that it is not a genuine document, and 
that his Excellency may not consider 
himself responsible for it, but may 
repudiate it. If so, the columns of 
the News are open to him, as, bei 
emphatically the people’s paper, an 
having the largest circulation of any 
newspaper in the Territory and in the 
entire Rocky Mountain region, it was 
open to him for the more effective 
publication of any proclamation, or 
other important communication which 
he might have had to lay before the 
public. There never has been an 
necessity for the Gevernor of 
Territory, or any other public offi- 
cer therein and therefor and thereof, 
going to any obscure and disreputable 
journal to publish what it may be of 
advantage to the public te know, and 
especially official documents of im- 
portance, while such an aceeptable and 


widely circulated medium as the News 
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has been in existence. 

If Governor Woods does not father 
the above Proclamation,” the fol- 
lowing strictures will go for nothing, 
but if he does, then, vice versa, let 
them stand and be of effect. Hence 
we proceed to observe that by a pro- 
clamation of Geo. L. Woods, now 
ex-Governor of Utah (his successor, 
Hon. S. B. Axtell, having been nomi- 
nated by President Grant, and in pur- 
suance of such nomination confirmed 


on Monday last, Dec. 21, by the U. S. 


Senate), it will be seen that his last 
official act is in perfect accordance with 
the tenor of his whole political career, 
now, happily for the peeple of Utab, 
ended. We say his last official act, 
but we say it presumptively, the docu- 
ment, as published, bearing the same 
date as the confirmation of his succes- 
sor. Whether the ‘‘ Proclamation” 
was written yesterday and antedated, 
or whether it was written on Monday 
before or after the news of his succes- 
sors confirmation was received, is a. 
legitimate subject for discussion, but 
we do not presume to decide it just 
now. 

Returning to the subject matter of 
the document, it is very well under- 
stood that at the last October term of 
the second Judicial district a large 
numberof indictments were found, oné 
for polygamy committed many years 
ago in the Third Judicial District, and 
mineteen for murder committed at the 
Mountain Meadows, in September, 
1857, and that two of those defendants, 
John D. Lee and W. H. Dame, have 
been arrested, denied bail, and are 
now in close confinement, the former 
in heavy irons at Camp Cameron, near 
Beaver, and the latter in the Peniten- 
tiary near thiscity. Both these defen- 
dants, as we learn from their counsel, 
are ready and anxious for a speedy 
trial, to which they are entitled under 
the Constitution. But now, by virtue 
of the last executive resoript, they 
must remain in close confinement for 
the period of seven months. Was 
ever official infamy more complete ? 
Of the other persons under indictment 
for connection with this affair, we think 
we are not mistaken in saying that 
whenever the judiciary is ready to try 
them, they will, one and all surrender 
themselves. Indeed we have been 


assured that they have requested their 
counsel to so notify the Marshal; but 
we also hear that they will endeavor 
to avoid arrest until that time comes. 
Thus, while they are all anxious and 
ready for a fair and just trial, i | 
will not, if they can avoid it, be pl 
in Camp Cameron in irons for seven 
months, nor kept in close confinement 
in the Penitentiary here until the 
heats of June. | 

For the honor of the executive and 
judicial authorities of the Territory, 
we next trust that this whole matter, 
indeed the entire judicial affairs of 
Utah, will be made the subject of an 
immediate examination by Congress 
under the direction of honorable an 
impartial gentlemen. Not only will it 
be found, we believe, that the judi- 
ciary expenses of Utah, since the 
Poland bill came into effect, have been 
more than quadrupled, while very 
little business has been transacted, 
save in the First Judicial District, and 
also, we believe, that the officers of 
the courts, instead of exacting such 
costs as are established by the Act of 
Congress of 1853, demand, and receive 
in advance, more than these their 
legal fees, in direct violation of that 


Act, and for which, if so, they are 


made guilty of high crimes and misde- 
meanors, punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Now, why was this term of court in 
the Second Judicial District thus 
postponed for five months, while per- 
sons, possibly innocent, 13 guilty, 
but presumably innocent until proved 
guilty, are lying in prison and in irons 
under indictment? What was the 
real, not the ostensible, reason for 
such extraordinary gubernatorial a- 
tion, apparently on the last day of the 
Governor’s official career? Did he 
wish to give somebody a last, spiteful, 
parting kick ere he retired to the 
shades of official oblivion? Or was it 
a device of the “ring” to prepunish 
persons indicted by confinement in 
durance vile, in order, if possible, to 
squeeze something out of them? Was 
it a part of a plan to endeavor to break 
their spirits and if possible, induce 
them to perjure themselves by con- 
fessing' something with the purpose 
of criminating others? We pause for 
a reply.—Deseret News.

called Christians, by opening their 
tabernacles and pulpits to the ministr- 
ations of preachers of various denomi- 
nations.

Goop Rerort.—We learn from a letter written by brother E. W. Johnson, 
of Johnson, Kane Co., that the people of that settlement have, during the 
last summer, made three tons and 800 lbs. of cheese and a large amount of 
butter, co-operatively. The cheese was made under the direction of W. D. 
-Johnson, who has a cheese manufactory. Some of the cheese weighed sixty 
pounds and upwards. This place was settled in the Spring of 1871, but since 
that time many have moved away, so that only six families remain. It is 
situated in a p t valley eighteen miles long by one and a half wide, full of 
grass and good land. It is fifteen miles east of Kanab. When first settled it 
was thought to be only fit for a ranch, but the results of last and this years’ 
farming prove to the contrary, as the people there have raised, without irri- 

tion, quite enough bread-stuff to last them until next harvest. They have 

noed in a very large field, and intend putting a good portion of it under 
-caltivation next year. |

At the commencement of this morning’s 
transit the sun marked noon and was overhead near the eastern coast of Aus- 


tralia ; at the end the sun was vertical over the middle region of the Indian 


Ocean ; during ne part of the transit, therefore, was Europe or America on 
the side of ‘the earth turned towards the sun. The inhabitants of the most 
civilized ceuntries of the world, therefore, less fortunate than their forefathers 
in the last century, have not been privileged to get even a glimpee— aueh as 
Horrox and Orabtree, and they alone, obtained in 1639—of one of the rarest 
of natural phenomena. If we consider the revolutions effected by science since 
Oaptain Cook's famous expedition to observe the last transit, we shall not be 
astonished that the nations are beginning to vie with each other so eagerly in 
ita development. When Cook sailed in 1768 Watt was 32 years of age; in the 
very year of the transit he introduced the closed cylinder, and so gave us the
